Hankow and Tien tsin are 
administered by Europeans. The only 
reliable aaaet China has possessed for 
use In the European money market 
during the last thirty years has been 
the imperial maritime customs, a 
service under the direct supervision 
of foreign accountants. 

"Foreign control has been extended 
to the railways of the north and sev- 
eral other lines, every dollar of ex- 
penditure being certified by foreign 
accountants, given full reaponslblltty 
by the Chinese directors. Later loans 
negotiated under the Inspiration of 
German policy were not thua safe- 
gaarded, and resulted unhappily. Chi- 
na, therefore, is not mlatress or her 
own house; that houae la mortgaged 
and there Is a bill of sale upon the 
furniture. No strong-armed man is 
present on, (he premises. 

"The 'Chinese Republic,' " Mr. Bland 
continued, "is not really a republic in 
that sense in whieh Americans under- 
stand the word.

Other Americans Killed and

A report publiihed Saturday that 
President Madero hid resigned, wa* 
promptly denied by Madero himself 
who said he woulJ die before he 
would resign Saturday was anoth 
er day of fighting as fierce as any 
preceding day. It was stated that 
Madero and his advisors were con 
sidering a twenty-four-hours truce, 
during which it is proposed to de- 
fine a neutral zme and urge foreign- 
ers to remain within it boundaries. 
During a battle a bullet narrowly 
^Biased Ambassador Henry Lane Wil- 
son's head, and a shell pierced the 
German legation building. The M*x- 
iean Senate held a session endeavor- 
ing to find a way of ousting Madero. 

There were numerous casualties 
among noncombatanta. A strange 
fatility seems to have followed R. 
N. Meredith, of Troy, 0. He was 
slightly wounded two days before 
while passing through the streets. 



Saturday a shell crashed into Porters 
Hotel and killed him. The wife of 
Meredith was Miss Tommy Jett. for 
merly of Cynthiana. Ky, Sidney 
Sutherland, correspondent of a Salt 
Lake City newspaper, but a resident 
of Mexico City, was wounded ser- 
iously by a shel . 

A strong censorship has been es- 
tablished and it is almost impossible 
to get inforation except through di- 
plomatic channel ■> 

The government hxs not only shut 
the world oft* from Mexico City, but 
so far as the public is concerned, 
has shut Mexico City off from the 
world, including the whole of the 
Mexican republic. News dispatches 
sent Sa'urday night from the Unit- 
ed States to Mexico City were either 
refused or held up, the intention ev- 
idently being that the residents in 
the cipital shall not be informed 
of the measures which have been 
undertaken by the American and 
other governments to protect their 
interests. 

While Madero hasbren reiteratirg 
his declaration that conditions in 
Mexico outside of the capital are 
satisfactory, advices from various 
centers ii dilate that there have 
been important movements in favor 
of General Diaz. 

Cot firmation of the breaking of 
the am i it ice and the resumption o( 
host. lilies has been received from 
Laredo, Texas, where wire com- 
munication was established with 
Mexico City early S-inday afternoon 
and again as late as 9 o'clock at 
night. On hoth occasions the mes- 
sages stated that a battle was on. 

Official i d ices rtceived from Am- 
bassador Wiison tells of the narrow 
escape of the British minister, Fran- 
cis W. Stronge, from federal bullets 
while on his way to a conference at 
the Anier can embassy on Saturday. 
The automobile in which Strong was 
riding escorttd by a federal guard, 
was s*ruck in Feveral places, This 
gives Eome slight indication of the 
difficulties and dar gers incountered 
by the diplomatic representatives in 
their endeavors to bring about a 
peace settlement.

Of course the 
resumption of business in commer- 
cial lines, after the Christmas trade 
was over, was proportionally late 
beginning and is still holding on. 

The local market may be quoted 
as active and prices firm, but prices 
were perceptibly stronger and pur- 
chasers a little more eager for some 
grades. 

The hogshead receipts, as report- 
ed by Inspector Abernathy, were 42 
hogsheads and 4 hogsheads sold dur- 
ing the week. After closing his 
report Friday several other hogs- 
heads changed hands, which will be 
embodied in his next weekly report. 
The receipts for the week were 201 
hhde; sales for the year 492 hhds. 
The unsold atock on hand January 
1st was 1.125 hhda.

In the Stemming District 

Henderson, Ky,, Feb. 14.— Great 
interest is centered on the election 
to be held Saturday by the ten thou- 
sand farmers in the Stemming Dis- 
trict, as to whether the district board 
shall close the offer for eight and a 
half million pounds of tobacco, or 
make propositions to prize it all. 
There is a total of 25,000.000 pounds 
in the pool, and they have only had 
offer for this part of it. Voting 
places will be held at eight points in 
each of the five counties. Many 
favor prizing the entire crop, while 
others want a sale of this part, and 
election was deemed necessary.

Henderson county voted 4 districts 
against and 3 for selling, the 4 vot 
ing no far out-numbering the 3 in 
population.
